TO ORGANIZE EX-SOLDIERS 


Wounded Men Hear K. K. K. Is Re- 
sponsible for Recent Dismissals 
From the Bureau.* 


Plans to combat the Ku Klux Klan, 
should it. gain a foothold in the United 
States Veterans’ Bureau, were an- 
nounced ‘yesterday by Charles A. Bench, 
a former bureau employe, who is Vice 
President of the Loyal Fraternity of 
Liberty . Bell, ‘a national organization 
recently formed to fight the Klan. 

Mr. Bench said that the Liberty Bell 
fraternity already had among its mem- 
bers -employes of the bureau, “but that, 
as charges have beén made’ by ‘veterans 
that *the-Hu ‘Hint: Kiar’ aotually* Was a 
force in the bureau, a chapter of the 
fraternity. would be organized in. the 
Grand Central. Palace, where the bu- 
réau. has ‘its* offices. 

*“‘We were informed some time. ago,’’ 
Mr.. Bench. said, “‘that some of the offi- 
Clals of the ‘bureau. were members of

Citizens of Manhattan riding about 
their business have not very much to 
think of nowadays. All’ they have to 
remember is that a person goes east 
on even-numbered streets and west on 
odd-numbered streets; that surface cars 
stop on the near corner of every second 
street and buses on the far corner of 
every second street; that fire-station and 
hospital streets are an exception; that 
green méans stop and red means go 
on north and south streets, and green 
means go and red meang stop on cross 
streets; and a few -other elementary 
rules.

‘The ‘so-called propor- 
tional features are aised when no list re- 
ceives a majority, but they work out 
disproportionately. In 1919,. for. exam- 
ple, -a candidate with 19,691 votes was 
successful, while ohe of the opposing ' 
group, with 36,283 votes; was beaten. In 


the elections last Spring the Bloc Ne-’ 


tional ‘suffered a loss of about one- 
thirtieth in the country, but its loss in 
the Chamber’ was ‘one-third, The Cartel - 
des Gauches—M: HErkwr’s groups—got 
over-representation. ‘The existing French 
system has few if any defenders.’ It 
is a bungling makeshift, or as the Jour- 
nal des Débats called: it, “un mélange 
incohérént.” 

Last March the Senate voted to return 
to serutin d’arrondissement, but Por- 
CARE and the Deputies were so committed 
against this course that the Senate was 
forced to give way.. Now. the Senate 
has begun the battle again and sugar 
coats the proposal by increasing the size 
of the Chamber. After 1914 the number 
of Deputies was 602. The addition of 
Alsace and Lorraine added twenty-four | 
members, but this was a temporary: ar- 
rangement, and the Chamber now num- 
bers 584, The Senate proposes that 
there be 609 members, 

The Senate’s action is apparently dic- 
tated by a desire to have Deputies rep- 
resent. districts smaller than the de- 
partment, which is-the electoral area for 
Senators. This difference, it is- thought, 
will enable the Senate to appear as a 
national representative body, as a mirror 
of the country, while the Chamber is 
weakened by being a congress of local 
interests. And this, of course, ‘is the 
great objection which is advanced 
against scrutin d’arrondissement. Single [ 
member districts, GAMBETTA declared, 
made the balloting’a conflict of persons 
and not of ideas; he described the sys- 
tem as ‘“a broken ‘mirror in which 
“France has difficulty in recognizing 
“her image.” JAURES thought it rather 
rgeh | dirty mirror.” The Deputy becomes 
the agent of his constituency; corruption 
is encouraged; localism is increased, and 
the principal ‘preoccupation of thé Dep- 
uty is-so to act as to. instre- his re- 
election.. All this is the more serious in 
view of the difficulty that‘ Ministries 
have in holding office for any length 
of time.

On the im- 
port. side the same’ English-speaking 
countries sent herg products amount- 
ing in value to $563,585,000, or about 
one-third of all the imports to this 
country. Two countries’ alone, Great 
Britain and Canada, accounted for 
nearly $667,000,000 worth of the ex- 
ports,. or about. one-third. the. total, 
and for fiearly. $358,000,000 of the im- 
ports, equivalent to over 20 per cent.

HE only reason why Calvin 
Coolidge appears to be a mys-

N entire era of conspiracy and 
the political histories of two 
nations are closely bound up 
in the life of Anne Caroline 
Stephanie, Lady Edward Fitz- 
gerald, called Pamela by ail who 
knew her. Much has been written 
about her, but it has remained for 
her great-granddaughter, Lucy Ellis, 
and the biographer, Joseph Turquan, 
to put her life in order, examine 
closely the facts relating to her, 
thread the conspiracies that sur- 
rounded her birth and upbringing, 
offer new documentary evidence to 
sustain the conclusions they present, 
and otherwise make plain her place 
and career in the social and political 
history of France and Ireland. ‘“‘La 
Belle Pamela,” the book that has re- 
sulted from the painstaking collabo- 
ration of Miss Ellis and M. Tur- 
quan, would seem to settle decisively 
certain moot questions about Pamela, 
not the least of them being her birth. 
Incidentally her life becomes rather 
overshadowed by the two dynamic 
personages who piayed so large a 
part in it, Mme. de Genlis and Lord 
Edward ‘Fitzgerald, if we are to take 
at its face value (and there would 
seem to be no reason why we should 
not) the narrative which has been 
set down in this biography. 

It has been a fairly established fact 
that Pamela was the illegitimate 
daughter of Mme. de Genlis, the so- 
called ‘‘biue-stocking’’ and Egalité, 
the Duc d'Orléans, that rather spine- 
less individual who aided materially 
in bringing on the French Revolu- 
tion because of his desire to ascend 
the throne of Louis XVI. But so far 
this fact (if it may so be termed) 
has been based on a series of reason- 
able assumptions. It has remained 
for Miss Ellis and M. Turquan to 
thread the elaberate network -of lies 
and false scents supplied by the 
clever machinating brain of Mme. de 
Genlis and produce evidence that is 
both circumstantial and convincing. 
While it is true that Mme. de Genlis 
never directly admits her mother- 
hood it is obvious that she betrayed 
herself time and again both by words 
and actions. Mme. de Genlis, who 
is drawn in this biography as a 
clever and somewhat unscrupulous 
woman, transfixed with the vision of 
sitting on the -French throne beside 
Egalité, concocted a most elaborate 
story to explain Pamela’s birth and 
her place among; the legitimate chil- 
dren of Egalité. According to- her 
Pamela was an English child, the 
daughter of a woman named Syms, 
and_she was brought up with the 
children of the Duc d’Oriéans in 


who knew no French. But the bio- 
#raphers of ‘‘La Belle Pamela’’ have 
gone closely into this story and by 
sifting various dates and bringing 
together a long series of incriminat- 
- ing data have practically established 
the untruthfuiness of Mme. de Gen- 
lis. They discover that about the 
time Pamela was born Mme. de 
Genlis ui nt six weeks of seclu- 
sion under the plea of illness, that 
certain phrases in letters relative to

be futile to go into this evidence, 
which is built up from a long series 
of facts slight in themselves but 
which weld into a practically con- 
clusive chain of circumstantial evi- 
dence. The biographers have been 
exhaustive in their research, how- 
ever, and there is no reason why a 
fact that has always been suspected 
and accepted should not be called 
quite ‘established. The authors are 
entirely convincing. 

Two great conspiracies are closely 
bound up in the life of Pamela. The 
first began its secret workings when 
she was no more than a child and a 
member of Egalité’s household, over 
whose children Mme. de Genlis was 
both governess and governor, it will 
be remembered. This was the 
ominous and silent beginning of 
that movement that was to end in 
blood and fire and quite otherwise 
than its original progenitors pl d 
—the French Revolution. Before 
that time came, however, the life of 
Pamela affords the reader an inti- 
mate view of French court life, its 
pettinesses and its vulpine manner- 
isms.

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- Barrett Wendell of 
the “Magic Word” 


When He Found It His Teaching at Harvard 


Became Almost Inspired

TRIDING to and fro across the 
platform of a college lecture 
hall, twirling his watch chain, 
a somewhat thick-set figure 
with penetrating eyes above 

a broad forehead, reddish hair care- 
fully brushed and a tawny pointed 
beard, the voice just escaping the 
falsetto, an inflection which suggest- 
ed London—there are thousands who 
will recognize the portrait, for there 
was only one and there can never be 
another Barrett Wendell. 

A few of Professor Wendell’s stu- 
dents held him in the greatest es- 
teem. in fact, genuinely loved him. 
A few as cordially hated him. For 
the many he was alternately a man 
to be beloved and a man to be dis- 
liked, never fully understood, an 
enigma. According to M. A. DeWolfe 
Howe in “Barrett Wendell and His 
Letters,’ Mr. Wendell’s was a double 
personality, but this is to take refuge 
in a psychology which in no wise 
fits the fact. The fact is that Mr. 
Wendell’s was a simple and singular 
personality, but so multitudinously 
faceted that never twice, seemingly, 
was the reflection the same. Thus 
only to the few who could pierce the 
surface and come at the man within 
was it given consistently to love or 
to dislike Mr. Wendell. Many were 
inspired, confounded or exasperated 
by him in turn and generally. be it 
added, they themselves served as a 
fuse to set off his pyrotechnic in- 
tellect or as an irritant to his super- 
sensitive feelings. The soundness of 
this anatysis will, it is betieved, be 
borne out by the letters, which fur- 
ther suggest that had Mr. Wendell 
been other than he was either he 
would not have been a voluminous 
letter writer or his letters would not 
have been worth preserving. 

Barrett Wendell—Mr. Wendell, for 
he abhorred the appellation ‘Pro- 
fessor’’—was a Bostonian by birth as 
he was subsequently by adoption, 
for his boyhood and youth were 
lived-in New York. He came of old 
New Engiand and of Colonial Dutch 
stock. Mr. Wendell died ir Boston 
in 1921 in the sixty-eighth year of 
his age, the last thirty-seven years 
of his life being spent in teaching at 
Harvard. The bibliography of Mr. 
Wendell’s writings appended to Mr. 





' Hewe’s volume runs to forty-one 


titles, fifteen of which are books, the 
remainder being classed as miscel- 
laneous writings. Letter writing 
was to Mr. Weridell not a task but a 
natural mode of expression adopted 
early in life (the first letter in the 
collection was written in his sixth 
year), as the device of a diffident 
youth to say on paper what shynéss 
prevented in articulated speech. The 
earlier letters, therefore, are ‘‘talk,”’ 
but as time went on Wendell the 
youth, already widely and fastidious- 
ly read, came to regard the letter as 
a literary form. His expression of 
h if in epistolary frag ts be- 
comes more finished, more careful, 
more highly polished. In a word, 
the letter is less and less a means 
and more and more an end. In this 
Mr. Wendell is of the seventeenth 





century, not of the nineteenth. Least - 


of all is he of the twentieth century. 
Future collections of representative 
letters, future college courses in 
Enelish and American jetter writers, 
will include specimens of these let- 
ters. 

After having been graduated from 
Harvard College with the class of 
1877 Mr. Wendell entered the Har- 
vard Law School, but soon found 
that there was no pleasure for him 
in the pursuit of legai niceties. He 
did not even troubie to present him- 
self at the final examinations for 
the year. Nevertheless, the follow- 
ing year found him in a lew office in 
New York, where he remained for 
several months. Sut he preferred 
literature to law, and in all literature 
his preference was Dante. In a fet- 


ter to his friend ¥. J. Stimson, writ- | spit 


ten at this time, he says: , 

I am deep in “The Divine Com- 
edy™ again. After all, Dante is 
the only book which carries me 


away. I manage to lose myself in 
the smoky depths of heli*for half 
an hour or so every evening: and 

I am beginning to incline to the 
,opinion that, whatever my own 
views may be on the existence of 

that locality, it is a matter of con- 
gratulation that the people of the 

Old World entertained strong con 

victions.upon the subject. Hell 

has ly given me more pleas- 
ure during the past two years than 
heaven and earth combined. 

In the following year, 1880, Bar- 
rett Wendell was married to Miss 
Edith Greenough of Boston, and in 
the same year he began his teaching 
at Harvard. in 1888 Mr. Wendell 
was promoted from the rank of in- 
structor to an assistant professor- 
ship. Ten years later he became full 
professor and in 1918 professor 
emeritus. And it may be said that 
during all these years Harvard never 
had on its rolls a more conscientious 
teacher or one who gave more 
thought to what teaching should be. 
In a letter to Edward J. Lowell in 
the early part of 1888 he writes: 


The trouble {with the student] is 
not infirmity, but a certain slug- 
gish ineptitude. The whole man is 
before us; but to be what he may 
be and what we would make him 
he needs not what we have to give 
him, but the magic word that will 
speak to him. And when this is 
once spoken somehow he flashes 
into a sane completeness of being 
that has often seemed unattain- 
able. 


And it was this search for the 
“magic word’’ which governed Wen- 
dell in ali his teaching. When he 
found it his teaching became almost 
—and without exaggeration — in- 
spired. ‘When he did not, and the 
lapses were not few, he gave the 
impression of complete ineptitude, to 
use his own term. And, doubted!

death of Guizot has passed 

practically - unnoticed. Some 

months. ago the entire press 

wrote at great length in com- 

memoration of the fiftieth anniver- 

sary of the death of Michelet. And 

yet, in their lifetime,-Guizot seemed 

to be the more important of the 
two. 

They were both historians, Miche- 
let had written a history of France, 
a history of the French Revoiution, 
and even-.a history of Rome. But 
Guizot was the author of a history 
of European civilization; a history 
of French civilization, and a history 
of the English -Revolution. Both

years, from 1841 to 1848, until the 
fall of the July monarehy—for which 
he bears the largest share of respon- 
sibility. To have buried a Govern- 
ment is an unquestionable claim to 
renown.

R. MORGAN describes his! 
series of sketches as ‘‘five- 
minute visits with our Presi- 
dents." But for such short calls they 
are singularly ituminating. He rare- 
ly gives to any one of the thirty men 
who have held the Presidential of- 
fice more than ten pages and some- 
times even less, yet he contrives to 
impress upon the reader a definite 
conception of the man’s character, 
some ‘understanding of the problems 
he had to meet, his method of meet- 
ing them and some realization of the 
popular background of the period. 
Through all the long list, extending 
chrough more than 150 years and 
meluding so great a variety of men 
of so many diverse views, Mr. Mor- 
gan is temperate, judicial and bal- 
anced in his judgments and interpre- 
tations. If he’ is ever adversely 
critical of action or quality, it ig with 
understanding and lenient spirit and 
diplomatic expression. He does not 
concern himself much with the pub- 
fic affairs in which the Presidents 
have been engrossed while in office, 
except when those affairs have been 
of the highest consequence, and then 
only as the conduct of them forms 
an inextricable phase of his charac- 
ter. For the most part the author 
deals with personal aspects and with 
the manifestation of these in the dis- 
charge of duties. In all these re- 
spects he is very discreet; indeed, 
when he comes down to the last two 
incumbents of the Presidency, Mr. 
Harding and Mr. Coolidge, of neither 
of whose official actions does he 
speak except in the briefest and most 
casual way and concerning both of 
whom he writes most tactfully. 

In an interesting introduction Mr. 
Morgan discuases the unique char- 
acter of our Presidential office and 
shows how it differs from al! other 
national leaderships. Perhaps he 
emphasizes a little too much its 
autocratic possibilities and pays too 
little attention to the check upon 
them which lies in the hands of Con- 
gress. A valuable phase of the book 
is the care with which the author 
constantly endeavors to show the es- 
sentially democratic nature of the 
office and the relations which its in- 
cumbents have had by birth and up- 
bringing with the country as a 
whole. The book will prove impor- 
tant and interesting to all who like 
to study the history of the country, 
for it brings into a single gallery the 
portraits, drawn with much historical 
skill, of all the long line of our 
Presidents.

Or the Lower Depths of Army Lite Related to the Complete Picture of War 


By MARCUS A. GOODRICH 


RTHUR HOPKINS says that 
“What Price Glory” is a play 
of warasitis. * * *” The 
New York World has recorded 
on its first page that “critics 

unanimously have pronounced it a 
truthful picture of army and marine 
hfe." And The . Churchman has 
printed this: “‘We are not in favor of 
increasing -the use of profanity. on 
the stage, but if the playwright is to 
draw a picture of army life, how eise 
is he to accomplish his end? Lau- 
rence Stallings has produced in 
“What Price Glory’ such a picture.”’ 
On the opening night of ““What 
Price Glory” I negiected to glance 
at the producer’s note at the begin- 
ning of the program, part of which 
is quoted above,-and so 1 did not 
know until I read the papers during 
the succeeding days that the fine 
play I had seen was a great bursting 
of the military. glory myth and a 
true, realistic picture of war, ma- 
rines, soldiers and fighting men in 
general.- It had seemed to-me a 
superior dramatic. effort, free from 
“hokum,"’ holding the interest from 


the first rise of the curtain to the. 


last line, and compounded of true, 
vigorous and authentic material. I 
had been content with it as a first- 
class work of art; but it seems that 
this is to be too easily contented; it 
must also be accepted as a great 
“showing up’ of a eonsiderable por- 
tion of the world’s literature, as a 
description of millions of men who 
have gone out to die for an ideal, 
and as an exegesis of military rou- 
tine, discipline and morals. I cannot 
so accept it; neither can I sympa- 
thize with the efforts of those who 
seek to establish the play as being a 
misrepresentation that should be 
suppressed. 

Watching a performance of “What 
Price Glory” is a tense, overpowering 
experience like watching a perform- 
ance of “Ghosts,"’ and the materials 
of each play are equally real, true, 
subject to proof and acceptable, but 
if some hysterical propagandist as- 
sured me that Ibsen’s play estab- 
lished the mora) turpitude of all well- 
to-do families, and that all sons of 
such families died of softening of the 
brain screaming for their mothers to 
poison them, I would be just’as in- 
credulous as I am of the ravings of 
those who expend volumes of ink and 
wind telling the world that Captain 
Stallings’s play is a graphic defini- 
tion of war and warriors. 

The play has a tough and lively 
plot revolving around the old feud of 
two former privates in the Marine 
Corps, one of whom has become a 
Captain and the ofher a Sergeant. 
The two meet behind the front-line 
trenches in France, and the feud 
flares out’ again over a French girl 
who does not seem to care who re- 
ceives her favors so long as she be- 
stows them. Discipline, regulations, 
company business and sobriety are 
thrown to the winds, and all the of- 
ficers and some of the enlisted men 
concentrate on the alcoholic, amor- 
ous affairs of the Captain and the 
First Sergeant. Now, there is really 
very little about actual war in the 
play or the plot; but what there is 
concerns one particularly and highly 
individual company of marines 
played upon by disintegrating forces 
of a peculiar character and of un- 
usual strength. For instance, not 
all companies that have gone forth 
to war have been led. by a roughneck 
Captain and a Sergeant who have 
been privates together in the old 
days, and who carry their private 
quarrel to a point that causes ex- 
treme demoralization to settle down 
on their command. That the writers 
of the play themselves consider their 
case an.unusual one is indicated by 
the passage where his Brigadier Gen- 
eral, a clever caricature, by the way, 
tells Captain Plagg point blank that 
‘his company is the most disorganized 
and demoralized one in the brigade.

Then came along 
Henry VI., registering his royal kick 
against the game. In 1457 he de- 
creed ‘‘that football and golf be 
utterly cryed down and not to be 
used.’’ No wonder that both these 
foyal enemies of the sport came to 
a bad end. Henry VII., that some- 
what peddling potentate, had also 
something nasty to say about the 
game and commanded that ‘‘In no 
place in this realme ther be used 
futeball, gelfe, or other sik unprofit- 
able sportes.’” Note the ““unprofit- 
able.” If that royal old dollar 
squeezer, Harry Tudor, had ever cast 
his eye into the Harvard or Yale 
football exchequer he would have 
hurriedly have changed his views. 

As was in keeping with the spa- 
cious days of great Elizabeth, the 
football of the period was eminently 
spacious. A full-sized town was 
needed for it, or a few miles of com- 
mon, preferably with a bog and a 
river or two, as sporting hazards of 
the “gridiron.” The goals were 
miles apart, and the townsmen 
divided—North Main Street versus 
South Main Street—and went to it 
with a will, to speak mildly. All 
able-bodied males got into the game, 
there being no finnicky rules about 
80 many a side, and the business was 
to drive ball and foes back to their 
lairs, and plant the ball humiliat- 
ingly at the far end of the enemy's 
stronghold. There were no rules, 
except as to the objective, every- 
thing “went” after a simple-minded 
and thorough-going fashion, and 
the slugger was a man of utmost 
value. Talk about the great open 
spaces where men are men! Shrove 
Tuesday was a general football-car- 
nival day, possibly because of the 
proximity of Lent, wherein the 
wounded who came through alive 
might have six weeks in which to 
get repaired. 

In 1583 Stubbes the historian, 
who, being a literary fellow, was 
probably sniffy about brisk physical 
exercise, called the game “a bloody 
and murthering practice”; still, men 
fed up on roast beef, washed down 
with brown October ale must have 
needed outlet for enthusiasms. 

In ‘Tom Brown's Schooldays’’ 
we see football at the point in its
